State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milton, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in 
said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
ing: subjects : 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a town clerk, three select- 
men, and all other necessary officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars for the permanent improvement of 
highways under the law passed at the January session 
of the General Court, 1905, and amendments thereto, 
and pass any other vote or votes in relation to the 
same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what method the town will 
vote to adopt for breaking roads the coming winter, 
and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding six hun- 
dred dollars, for building and repairing sidewalks, and 
pass any vote relative thereto. 
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ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding six hun- 
dred dollars for the maintenance of street lights for 
the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars for 
Memorial Day expenses. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding two 
hundred dollars for exterminating the Browntail and 
Gypsy moths, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. By request of Leslie C. Brock and 
nine other legal voters : 

To see if the town will vote to procure land and 
two steel cells for the Milton Police Station, provided 
the Milton Fire District will make the necessary changes 
and repairs to the building, raise money for the same 
and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. By petition of Frank D. Stevens and 
twenty-four others: 

To see what action the town will take regarding 
annual transportation expenses to the Nute High School 
of scholars living at a distance and legally entitled to 
its privileges; to raise such sum of money as may 
be necessary therefor, and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to pay I. 
W. Jones, S. F. Dawson, Jr., S. E. Drew and others for 
furnishing electric lights in the two villages for a term 
of years; raise money for the same, and pass any other 
vote or votes relative thereto. . 
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ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to build 
a permanent bridge near George L. Plummer’s, raise 
money for the same, and pass any vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars in addition to the state appropriation, to meet the 
extra and necessary expenses of maintaining the Free 
Public Library at Milton Mills, and pass any vote or 
votes relative thereto, agreeable to a petition signed by 
Elbridge W. Fox and nine others. 


ARTICLE 14. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

Annual Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Milton: 


I herewith submit to you and to the citizens of Muil- 
ton my fifth annual report as Superintendent of Schools: 

The school year about to close has been a prosper- 
ous one. The school work has gone on smoothly and 
satisfactorily. Steady improvement has been made in 
the character of the teaching, and there has been cor- 
responding improvement in the results. We have at- 
tempted no innovations. Our aim has been to make 
progress along the well established lines which are ac- 
knowledged to have practical value, and to do well what 
we attempt. The Superintendent has had the cordial 
support of the School Board, the Superintendent and 
teachers have worked in harmony, and all have received 
the sympathy and support of the parents. Such condi- 
tions help to make good schools. 

The employment of a third teacher at Milton Mills 
for the entire school day has made it possible to do much 
better work in this school. 

At the opening of school in September it was found 
that there were no ninth grade pupils. The three 
teachers are now devoting all their time to elementary 
work. This school is at last on a good working basis. 


ATTENDANCE 


Our attendance record shows a slight improvement 
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for the year ending June 18, 1909. The per cent of at- 
tendance for all schools was 92. The number of tardi- 
nesses was reduced from 684 for the year previous, to 
305. The following table shows the record for each 
school:

OUR TEACHING FORCE 


At the opening of the spring term, Mrs. Cora E. 
Hayes of South Milton took the school at Nute’s Ridge. 
I have the remarkable report to make that this was 
the only change in our teaching force during the year. 
This fact is alike creditable to the community and to the 
teachers. I am glad to repeat my statement of a year 
ago—our teachers are earnest, faithful and efficient.

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REPAIRS 


The School Board expended during the last year for 
general repairs $146.25. The largest single item of ex- 
penditure was for the rebuilding, in part, of the fence 
at Milton Mills, which had been in an unsightly condi- 
tion for some time. A good, substantial board fence 
was erected on the east side of the grounds at a cost of 
about $75. This work of improvement ought to be 
completed this coming year, 

In addition to the expenditure for general repairs, 
fire escapes were erected, one at Milton and one at Mil- 
ton Mills, at an expense of $270. This was contract 
work. The appropriation of $200 was found to be in- 
sufficient for the purpose, and $70 was drawn from the 
general repair fund. I consider that one escape on each 
building is adequate, and that the erection of additional 
escapes is unnecessary. 

In my report last year I called attention to certain 
needed repairs at South Milton and West Milton. The 
same conditions prevail at present. The South Milton 
schoolroom is cheerless and unattractive. It needs ren- 
ovating. The ceiling should be whitened, and the walls 
and woodwork painted. 

Paint and paper would improve things wonderfully 
at West Milton. The underpinning of this building 
must be relaid. 

The Plummer’s Ridge and Nute’s Ridge buildings 
need attention only in minor particulars. 

The needs at Milton Mills are pronounced. The 
School Board asks for an appropriation of $550 for in- 
stalling a new heater. The old boiler, which has been 
in use for fifteen or eighteen years, has given out, and 
since the first of February the schoolrooms have been 
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heated with stoves. Those who have examined the old 
boiler tell us that it is impracticable to attempt to repair 
it, and that the only feasible thing to do is to install a 
new one. This, of course, is a matter that cannot be 
neglected. 

Modern school architecture safeguards in every 
possible way the health and the physical comfort and 
safety of the pupils, and precaution is taken that every 
room be well lighted. The construction of the building 
at Milton Mills is such that it is impossible for the pupils 
in the upper room to work on cloudy days, without dan- 
ger of seriously affecting the eyesight. The windows 
are narrow, ‘constructed in pockets, so that much of the 
light is shut out, and are insufficient in number; and 
even on bright days the room is inadequately lighted. 
The upper story ought to be remodeled, but this would 
entail considerable expense. Conditions would be great- 
ly improved if the windows were enlarged and two or 
three additional ones constructed. I consider this an 
urgent matter. 

Other needed improvements which I would suggest, 
are the painting of the building, the laying of new 
floors, and the equipping of the upper room with new 
seats and desks. | 

The insurance on the village buildings expires this 
year, and its renewal will occasion a considerable drain 
on the repair account. The appropriation of $450 for 
general repairs which the school board asks for, is no 
more than is absolutely needed. 


RECENT SCHOOL LEGISLATION 


The last legislature enacted certain school laws 
which are of importance. Up to a year ago, certain 
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matters relating to schools could be legally acted upon 
either in the town meeting or in the school meeting. 
For example, school money could be raised in either one 
of these meetings or in both of these meetings. The 
law now states that the word “‘town’’ wherever used 
in the statutes in connection with the government, ad- 
ministration, support, or improvement of the public 
schools shall be held to mean district. This simply 
means that all school money must be raised in the school 
meeting, that all school business must be transacted in 
the school meeting, and that school business transacted 
in town meeting has no legal standing. 

Towns have long been obliged to furnish free text- 
books and supplies for the use of the pupils in the 
public schools, and it has been customary in this town 
to make an annual appropriation for this purpose. It is 
now the duty of the school board to report to the select- 
men, prior to the annual school meeting, the amount of 
money which will be needed the following year for the 
purchase of text-books and supplies, and flags and 
appurtenances. It is then the duty of the selectmen to 
assess the same in addition to all other school moneys. 
No action is to be taken in the matter by the school 
meeting. 

The salaries of district officers, which formerly were 
paid by the town, must now be paid by the district. 
The law states that the annual school meeting shall 
determine these salaries and that the selectmen shall 
make the proper assessment and turn the money over to 
the district treasurer. 


STATE AID 


It has become the policy of the state to assist in 
equalizing, so far as is possible, school privileges through- 


SM 
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out the state. Inaddition to the school legislation which 
I have already explained, the last legislature increased 
the annual appropriation for state aid for schools from 
$35,000.00 to $80,000.00, and put the distribution of this 
aid on a somewhat different basis. The law does not 
apply to towns having a population over 3,500 or having 
an equalized valuation per pupil over $7,000.00. Two 
other conditions are made. No town receives aid that 
does not have aschool year of at least 30 weeks and 
whose tax rate for school purposes is less than $4.50 on 
every thousand dollars of equalized valuation. The 
practical application of this law to this town isas follows: 

We receive seventy-five cents per week for every 
twenty-five pupils, or major part thereof, of average 
attendance. Our average attendance for the state school 
year, closing July 15, 1909, was 215, and the average 
length of the school year for all schools was 35.9 weeks. 
We received from the state, therefore, $242.33. 

Furthermore, the state gives us two dollars per week 
for each normal graduate or state certified teacher which 
weemploy. <A state certified teacher is one who has 
passed the state examination, and received a certificate 
from the state department of publicinstruction. Under 
this section of the law, we received $72.00. This com- 
ing year we shall receive not less than $200.00. Our 
total apportionment from the state for next year will be 
about $440.00 in addition to the state’s share of the 
superintendent’s salary.

This table shows an increase in the expenditures for 
teachers, as was anticipated. In common with other 
places, we have been obliged to raise salaries in several 
instances in order to retain efficient teachers. But it 
should be kept in mind that this increase is practi- 
cally covered by the apportionment which the state 
makes to us. 

The school board asks for an appropriation of $800 
for general school purposes. This is the same amount 
as was raised last year and is a fair estimate of our 
needs. 


TEXT-BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


As shown above, the actual cost for text-books and 
supplies was $276.75. Of this amount $232.35 was for 
the common schools and $44.40 was for Milton pupils in 
the Nute High School.

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GRADUATES 


Graduation exercises were held at the close of the 
year in June. These exercises were a credit to the 
teachers and to the schools. Suchexercises I believe to 
be a valuable feature of school life. The programs ap- 
pear in another place. Thirteen pupils were graduated 
at Milton, and six at Milton Mills. Of the graduates, 
thirteen entered Nute High school, one Rochester High 
school, one a high school in Maine, and one Brewster 
Academy. Two pupils entered the second year class at 
Nute from the ninth grade at Milton Mills. 

At the present time thirty-nine Milton pupils are 
attending Nute High school, two are attending Brew- 
ster, and two are attending at Rochester. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the 
school board for their many courtesies and their gener- 
ous support during the year.
